His Career as Errand-Bov, Reporter, 
Editor, Banker, and Political 
Wire-Puller. 


Tweed's Robberies Recalled—Doings That 
Were Not Investicated— 
Out for Number One. 


ALBAny, N. Y., Feb. 17.—| Special. ]—The se- 
lection of Dan Manning for the position of 
Secretary of the Treasury in Cleveland's Cab- 
inet, although by no means unexpected, and 


even eagerly sought for by many people, has 


Caused a great amount of bead-shaking here in 
Albany where the man and his methods are 
well known. His rising from obscurity to 
prominence in business as well as in politics 
bas of course made him an object of admira- 
tion and respect by the great mass who have 
no access to the inside history of his career 
but those who have, look on bim as a shrewd. 
unscrupulous man whose motto has always 
been, The end justifies the means, and who 
escaped failure on account of his connection 
with corruption because he was wise enough 
to get from under whenever there was danger 
of exposure.

Dan Manning was born in Albany in 1831. 
His father died a few years atter his birth, 
leaving his widow, son, and daughter unpro- 
vided for. When 9 years of age Dan began to 
earn bis own living as an errand-boy in the 
Argus office, and it was there that be acquired 
all his education and experience. Pulitice was 
the principal business of the Argus, and the 
boy took to it as a duck does to swimming. 
Mr. William J. Cassidy, the owner of the Argus, 
was not siow in discovering the peculiar 
talents of his errand-boy, and made him a re- 
porter before he was 15 years old. Manning 
acquired in this position an extensive acquaint- 
ance with public men, as the Argus office was 
then the headquarters of the Northern Democ- 
racy, and he became early initiated in the 
mysteries of political wire-pulling. All through 
the War be reported the proceedings of the 
New York Senate, and also all political con- 
ventions of importance held in the State of 
New York. 

A LOCAL POLITICIAN—TWEED'S STEALINGS. 

Being tbrifty and 


econemical be. managed 
not only to support his mother and sister, but 


also to acquire a little competency so that he 
could become a sbarebolder in the Argus 
Company when Cassidy, at the time of the 
close of the War, consolidated nis paper with 
the Atlas and turned his business into a stock 
company. Manning then became city editor 
of thé Argus and a prominent figure in local 
politics. While Tweed ruled New York Man- 
ning eaw his opportunity and secured rich 
pickings for the Agus Company without ever 
actually identifying himself or the pa- 
per with the Tweed ring. When Tu- 
den came to the front . Manning and 
the Argus were anything but friendly to him 
until it became evident that Tweed was doomed 
to ruin. As soon as Tilden was elected Gov- 
ernor Manning turned cq@mpletely around and 
protected the fat printing contracts of the Ar- 
gus from investigation during Tilden’s reform 
Administration by becoming thé very organ of 
the reformer by force of circumstances. 

. FAT CONTRACTS. 

At the death of Cassidy in 1871 Manning be- 
came the manager of the Argus Company, and 
improved its business facilities in a skillful 
manner. He also took an active part in the 
management of the Commercial National 
Bank, making it the financial department 
of the political machine that ruled 
and now rules the State of New 
York. He ran Albany County po- 
lities in conjunction with John F. Smyth, the 
Republican boss, as it suited his purposes best 
and made himself absolute master of the pat- 
ronage, no matter which party was in power. 
In running campaigns be relied entirely on 
“fine work,” having but very littid}faith in 
newspaper influence and public agitation; he 
was satisfied to control the ballot-boxes, and 
never failed to put through bis slates in nom- 
inating conventions, although he rarely took 
an open part in their management. To 
strengthen bis bold upon the printing contract, 
which used to amount to over $500,000 annu- 
ally, he entered into a combination with Weed, 
Parsons & Co., the Republican printing 
firm, and both sides are said to 
have done so well that they could 
afford to submit gracefully when two years 
ago it became necessary, in order to save ap- 
pearances, to include the printing contracts in 
Cleveland's reform measures. 

DARK DOINGS. 

In 1876 Manning became a member of the 
State Central Committee, in which he has ever 
since been considered as authorized to speak 
for Mr. Tilden. Becoming Chairman of that 
body in 1882 he espoused the vause of Cleve- 
land with great vigor, although strongly op- 
posea to.the latter’s nomination at first. To- 
gether with Lamont and Apgar, both trusted 
heutenants of Tilden, he formed Cleveland's 
political counsel and practically controiled 
the patronage. His power 
was 80 great that be was able to 
elect Michael Nolan, 1 prominent 
brewer, who is said to have assisted him finan- 
cially at the time he secured the larger portion 
of the Argus stock held by Cassidy, Mayor of 
Albany for three consecutive terms. But at 
the election in 1881 his fine work had been 80 
bold and daring that it could not stand the light 
of judicial investigation, and Mr. Nolan re- 
signed, to save further exposure of Manning’s 

itical methods. 
we present Manning bas withdrawn from the 
active manugement of the Argus and devotes 
himself to the management of the Commercial 
National Bank, of which he bas been President 
for several years. During the last cam- 
he announced his intention to 8 
draw from politics on the election 
Cleveland, and it is quite probable that he was 
sincere in this.

HIS PLATFORM. 

Nobody knows whether Mr. Manning holds 
any decided opinions on public questions, as 
he is very taciturn by nature, and studiously 
avoids giving expression to his own views. He 
ig believed to be just the man to do whatever 
seems best in the interest of political maneuver- 
ing, and the idea that he would impart a non- 
partisan character to Oleveland’s Administra- 
tion is generally laughed at. He will be for 
Manning first and for Cleveland next, and wul 
be a strong Democrat if he considers Cleve- 
land's future to depend on the success or the 
Democratic party.

It Has Been Decided to Again Arrest 
Couch and Others. 

WionrTa, Kas., Feb. 17.—As the result of 
numerous telegrams from Gen. Hatch and As- 
sistant United States District-Attorney Hatton 
to the authorities at Washington, it bas been 
decided to issue new warrants for the arrest of 


Couch, Stafford, and other Oklahoma invaders, 


and that the warrants will be made returnabie 
March 5, the day the boomers have set for an- 
other raid on the Territory. Gen. Hatch will 
leave at once far his military headquarters at 
Caldwell, Kas., to complete arrangements for 
preventing any future movements that may be 
attempted. 


THE DOMINION. 


Agitation for a New Law-School at 
Montreal—A Disputed Question. 

MONTREAL, Que., Feb. 17.— [Special.]! — A 
meeting of the promoters ef the proposed bill 
for the establishment of an independent law- 
school in Montreal was held tonight. There 
was a large number present, including 
three Judges and prominent advocates. It was 
announced that a considerabie number of those 
present had received letters from his Lordship 
Mgr. Fabre forbidding them from applying or 
being identified with the movement for an act 
of incorporation, on the ground that it was 
caloulated to injure the Lavaischool. The 
common feeling of the meeting was that the 
Bishop had no right to interfere or to 
oppose citizens in enjoying their civil rights. 
It was argued that the right of teaching by 
virtue of natural law belongs to parents who 
have the interest and welfare of their children 
at heart. It was admitted that the ecoiesiasti- 
cal guthorities had a right to interfere or con- 
demn any institumon whose teachmgs were 
bad or whose instructions could not be 
construed in any other than in 
an immoral way. Monopoly in educa- 
tion, it was claimed, was as odious to 
the church as it was to private individuals. 
As the tone of the letters from Mgr. Fabre 
seemed to indicate that he had received in- 
structions from Rome, it- was decided that 
those who had been favored with documents 
should reply asking for a copy of the original 
commanication from the Holy See. As to 
whether the scheme will be carried out it was 
decided that a protest be entered against the 
interference of Mgr. Fabre.

personal information., He telegraphed that he 
would not reach Washington until Wednesday. 
It is believed that one object of his visit to 
Delaware is to consult as to the election of his 
successor, The Demdcrats in the Senate 
much wish that their tub force shall be prea- 
ent.

Festivities in the Crescent City—The 
Exposition’s Latest Proclamation. 
New Our La., Feb. 17.—(Special.}—

ered in his favorit city. More than 300,000 

people lined the streets of his city of enjoy- 

ment, and 20,000 invitations were is 
sued to the royal reception at his 
carnival palace tonight. Shortly after 
midday the notes of a trumpet heraldea 
to the populace the advance of the pageant.

| Of Rex, the horses richly caparisoned and the 


riders dressed in gay attire, next came into 
view, followed by a band of music. 

From time immemorial a fat bullock has 
been carried in Mardi-Gras processions, and 
such has ever been the custom of the King of 
the Carnival. The animal chosen for this oc- 
casion was a superb ox of elephantine dimen- 
sions, and with a coat as glossy as sable fur, 
decorated with gariands. It was borne on a 
wagon or main in the custody of six butchers 
in medieval dress. 

His Majesty assumed the character of the 
King of Industries, a monarch whose empire 
ig the whole globe. The triumphal car bearing 
this peaceful sovereign was of great magnifi- 
cence. The sides were covered with an 
aureate bespangied drapery, relieved dy 
richly-painted panels. At the corners were 
golden draguns. Upon the summit of 
the car was a throne, upon which Rex 
was seated. The King occupied the centre of 
a group of winged genie typifying the various 
departments of industry. Four emblematic 
figures in the character of Agriculture, Trade, 
Navigation, and Mining sat behind the throne. 
Agriculture was distinguished by the sickle in 
her hand, Trade by the caduceus of mercury, 
Navigation by an anchor, Mining by an 
anvil, The costume of the King was 
of exceeding richness, consisting of 4 robe of 
carnation silk banded with blue satin and 
Strewn with pearls and jewels; a mantle of 
azure velvet beavily embroidered in gold and 
silver with designs of indystriai implements; a 
shirt of gold tissue, and a belt whose buckie 
was studded with gems. His feet were in- 
cased in gilded boots, and he wore a crown 
whiog Hlazed with jewels. 

on either side of the car were nine 
ch ers representing differept nations. 
There was a Mexican in the national costume, 
a German gallant in seventeenth century 
dress, a Highlander, a Russian in furs and tall 
bat, a Spaniard in gay jacketand cloak, a 
Japanese in brocaded gown, a Frenviman of 
the time of the Directory, an Indian of North 
America, and a South American. 

Next came a car representing Louisiana, the 
choicest of all his dominions. The most prom- 
inent character in the tableau was, naturally, 
the personification of Louisiana, asyiph with 
flowing black hair and fanciful costume dis- 
playing vivid hues. She stood upon astructure 
supported on classic columns and signifying 
the metropolis, New Orleans. In front 
was perched an immense white pelican 
with outstretched wings. The edifice was 
surrounded by a growth of palmettos, sugar- 
cane, rice, and cotton. On the terrace beyond 
were three female figures typical of the great 
staples of the State—cotton, sugar. and rice— 
in parti-colored robes. ‘loward the front of 
the car was a représefitation of the escutcbeon 
of the State—a pelican teeding its young. Its 
nest was situated on the shore of the gulf, a 
view of which, with the jetties aud a mimature 
steamer, was afforded. 

These cars were fullowed by the pageant 
proper, illustrative of Sir Walter Scott's ro- 
mance of *“ Ivanhoe," in twenty-two elegant, 
mounted floats. 

At night the subject chosen by Momus for 
presentajion was a series of jessons in legendary 
lore in a style of elegance and magnificence 
never before known. Following Momus the God 
of Mirth came. Cars representing the wood-

OYSTERS. 

A FAMINE IMMINENT—PRICES ADVANCED. 

New York, Febe 17.—[ Special. |—The ice em- 
bargo bas operated to create a great scarcity 
of oysters in all the Northern cities, and if the 
cold and stormy weather continues an oyster 
famine is imminent. Dealers in Blue Point, 
Rockaway, and East Point oysters along the 
river front say that not an oyster has been 
gathered for several weeks, and that the stocks 
on band are nearly depleted. Most of the 
oysters sold bere come from the waters 
of Long Island Sound. Jamaica Bay, 
Great South Bay, and adjacent waters. All 
the streams and bays where the oysters lie are 
frozen over or blocked by ice, totally prevent- 
ing the placers from taking up the divalves. 
Long Island Sound supplies about three-fourths 
of our stock, and ail along the coaston the 
Westchester County and Connecticut side not 
an oyster has beeu harvested for a month. And 
at Rockaway, Great South Bay, and Newark 
Bay the same difficulty is said to prevai). 
There has been a very searce crop of oysters in 
the Chesapeake Bay this year. Baltimore is 
cleaned out already, and 150 barrels of South- 
ern oysters were received there yesterday. If 
the present frosty and blowing weather con- 
tinues for another week the New York market 
will be totally depleted of oysters. Last week 
Blue Poiots, Rockaways, and East River oys- 
ters, by which all the oysters of Long Island 
Sound are meant, advanced from $2 to $4 per 
1,000. If this weather continues prices will 
perhaps advance to double the usual rate. 
Oysters have not been so scarce in the market 
as they are now for upward of ten years.

A DEAD MAN’S ACCOUNTS. 
SERIOUS ALLEGATIONS AGAINST THE LATE 
JUDGE VOORHIS. 


New York, Feb. 17.—[Special.]—Ex-Judge 
Henry H. Voorbis of Spring Valley, Bergen 
County, N. J., died Jan. 90, aged 78 years. He 
was a man well known throughout Bergen 
County, and bad a bigh reputation for honesty. 
When, in 1879, his son, ex-Congressman C. H. 
Voorhis. failed, wrecking the First National 
Bank of Hackensxck and the Hackensack S 
ings Bank, the old gentleman was soothed with 
the sympathy of the community. During his 
long life he filled many local offices. The sup- 
posed purity of character that enveloped 
Judge Voorhis caused him to be widely 
trusted, and he was sdugbt for 4s 
the executor of several estates. He bad been 
Secretary of the Bergen County Farmers 
Mutual insurance Company from the date of 
its organization, thirty-five years. At the time 
of his death his financial condition was con- 
sidered good. It has since been learned that 
the farm on which he lived was heavily 
mortgaged, the mortgages being given to 
raise money to defend his son. Ex-Judge 
Voorhis was indebted as executor to the estate 
of the late Richard Ackerman of Teaneck in 
the sum of $21,000, only $6,000 of which is now 
accounted for. Judge Voorhis was also <exec- 
utor of the estate of John P. Brown of 
Paterson. He is charged with having 
appropriated $6,000 in cash belonging 
to the heirs. As Treasurer of the 
cemetery fund Judge Voorhis handled 
all the money for the sale of plats, and he was 
never called upon fora report. No trace has 
been found of the $2,000 due this fund. G. C. 
Van Horn of Centre Row says that for years 
Judge Voorhis invested money for him. He 
now holds the old gentleman's note for $6,700, 
and gave him Nov. 1, 1884, $1,030, for which he 
has no acknowledgment. There was nothing 
in Judge Voorhis’ safe to throw light upon the 
disposition of thie money. The Treasurer of the 
insurance company says Judge Voorhis 
made away with about $12,000 of its funds. 
Judge Voorhis, as the Secretary of the insur- 
ance company, had the company's safe and all 
ite books at his residence. It is stated that 
Judge Voorhis was also indebted to two or 
three other estates in Passaic County. 

THE VICTIMS. 

Messrs. Garrett D. and lsaac H. Voorbis com- 
pleted a preliminary examination of their 
father’s affairs today. The shortage may be 
above $70,000,"" remarked one of the brothers.

The balance is made 
up of small amounts, for which notes were 
sometimes given and sometimes not.

FORTY ROUNDS. 
BRUTAL PRIZE-FIGHT IN BROOKLYN. 

New Yorn, Feb. 17.—/[Speciai.|—A bloody 
prize-fight took piace on a barge in Wallabout 
Canal, Brooklyn, last night. between ** Cudge * 
MoCarthy and Young” Breezey, two ‘repre- 
sentatives of Brooklyn gangs. They were at- 
tended by about forty of their friends. Not- 
withstanding the fact that the mercury was 
hanging uncomfortably near zero, both men 
stripped to their underclothes and waited for 
time to be called. Breezey weighed 148 pounds 
and McCarthy 152 pounds. The contest was to 
be fought to a finish, with bare knuckies, and 
one minute between each round. When the 
word was given to begin the men went at each 
other like buildogs. PBreezey caught Mo- 
Carthy on the ribs, felling bim as if he had 
been struck with an ax. Then began a stub- 
born, desperate, and merciless fight. There 
were no rules to govern, and they fought in 
any way they conveniently could. Squuirming, 
falling, and pounding each other, they trav- 
ersed the whole length and breadth of the 
deck, until the entire place was red 
with blood, Both men were horribly 
cut up. Their faces had lost 
ali shape, and their arms, heads, and 
bodies were covered with cuts and bruises. 
Finally, at the close of the fortieth round, Mo- 
Carthy was fighting in a feebie, balf-epirited 
way, and was being knocked around in the 
most merciless fashion, when one of his 
friends yelled ** Police!” Instantly there was 
a cessation of hostilities. The fight was finally 
declared a draw.

While there he 
was taken ill and was conveyed to bis home, 
No. 108 East Sixteenth street. Just before 6 
o'clock this evening he suddenly expired. 

[Mr. Parselle was born in Scotland 64 years ago 
of well-to-do parents. He had a tas for the 
stage, and made a success with juvenile parts in 
Edinburg. Then he played similar parts in Lon- 


don for three seasons at the Strand and 
the Adelphi. In 1870 he came to 
this county with the Wyndham company. 


Later he accepted an offer from A. M. Palmer to 
become first old man of the Union Square Theatre. 
He transiated several French plays that were pro- 
duced in the theatre with success, and so proved 
to be doubly useful. In manner and appearance, 
when off the stage, Mr. Parselle resembled a cler- 
man. He was married thirty-five years ago. 
Three years ago his wife died. He had a touch of 
paralysis in Denver in 1883. He leaves two sons, 
who are established in business in London.]

GOLD AND SILVER. 
INCREASE IN THE TREASURY GOLD 
_ SILVER COINAGE. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 17.—(Special.]— 
Within the last few days the Treasury gold 
fund has increased more than 81. 500, 000. This 
and ocher indioauons have convinced Secreta- 
ry McCulloch that the action of the depart- 
ment, the efforts to secure the stoppage of the 
silver coinage, and the increased probabilities 
of that result have averted the threatened 
withdrawal of gold from circulation. Secretary 
McCulloch believes that the silver scare had 
caused a very general disposition to hoard 
gold; ana the outlook was at one time very 
alarming. The danger he believes to have 
been averted by the course pursued by the 
Treasury. Conidence has now been restored, 
the motive for hoarding gold has been to 
a great extent removed, and the distinc- 
tion between the different kinds of 
money temporarily ignored. The increase of 
the old fund during the last week, he thinks, 
is likely to coutinue gradually. The Secretary 
believes that the financial showing for the pres- 
ent month will be decidedly better than that 
for the month of January, and congratulates 
himself upon the fact that the ciose of the 
Administration will find the National finances 
ina very satisfactory condition, the exhibit 
for the feur years is creditable and the outlook 
free from serious difficulties or complicauons 
if a judicious course is pursued. The Secre- 
tary regards the increase in customs and inter- 
nal-revenue receipts as an indication that the 
general depression throughout the country has 
been materially relieved and that the tendency 
is for the better in all directions. Mr. MoCul- 
loch still expects the present Oongress to take 
some action looking to the suspension of the 
silver coinage. 

A NEW SILVER BILL INTRODUCED IN THE 
HOUSE. 

WASuINGTON, D. C., Feb. 17.—Mr. Dorsheim- 
er introduced a bill in the House to regulate 
the coinage and to promote the circulation of 
gold and silver equally. Referred. 

The bill provides that as soon as practicable 
the Secretary of the Treasury sball cause to be 
engraved notes of the denominauon of $2, $5. 
$10, $20, and $50, and to be printed in such 
quantities as may be necessary to carry out the 
provisions of thisact. Said notes, when issued, 
shall be payabie on demand in silver dollars of 

present standard fineness—450 grains, troy 
weight—or, if the holder prefer, be may re- 
ceive staadard silver bars stamped by the 
United States at the rate of 480 grains to the 
dollar. 

Sec. 2 provides for the deposit with the Gov- 
ernmment of standard dollars or bullion, for 
which notes proportionate with such deposit 
shall be given, redeemable in silver bars or 
dollars, the standard value in both cases to be 
480 grains to the dollar. 

Sec. 3 provides that the coinage of gold, ‘sil- 
ver, and siiver builion, the product of the 
United States, shall be free, but no silver coin 
shall be made at any of the United States mints 
from foreign silver, and no foreign silver shall 
be admitted into the United States witbout pay- 
ing the highest rate of duty imposed upon 
manufactured silver. ~ 

Sec. 4 provides for the exchange of the silver 
dollars and the certificates issued under the 
former act for notes authorized by this act. 

Sec. 5 authorizes the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury to cause to bave coined at any time out of 
silver in the Treasury into standard dollars of 
480 grains as many as be may think likely to 
be needed, and to retain in standard sliver 
bars so much silver as he may deem necessary 
to meet the demand for silver in that form. 

Sec. 6 makes the notes bereby authorized a 
legal tender at their nominal value for all debta, 
public and private, except when otherwise ex- 
preesly stipulated. i 

Sec. 7 repeals the act of Feb. 28, 1878. 


SIOUX CITY & ST. PAUL „ 
ASSURANCES THAT THE FORFEITURE BILL WILL 
PASS THIS SESSION. 

Wasninotonr, D. C., Feb. 17.— [Special. — 
Messrs. Hamblin, Countryman, and Dewey, the 
delegation of lowa citizens revresenting the 
settlers upon the unearned lands of the Sioux 
City & St. Paul Railroad, today had an inter- 
view with Senator Morgan, a member of the 
Public Lands Committee. They wanted him, 
in the event the Republicans do not press their 
bill, to urge the Democrats to do so. Morgan 
told them he believed the bili would be taken 
up and passed at this session. He assured them 

that the Democrats will stand by the settiers 
and yote to give them their rights. But he 
said that, should the Senate fail to 
pass the pending bill despite ail the Democrats 
could do, be thought be could assure them that 
the next Congress would enact a law protect- 
ing the settiers, fixing the price of the land at 
$2.50 per acre, and giving the settlers the pref:

APPROPRIATIONS. 
PROPOSED AMENDMENTS TO THE RIVER AND 
HARBOR III. , 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 17.— [Special. —In 
the Senate today Mr. Cullom su 
amendments to be offered to the River and 
Harbor bill, providea it shall be determined to 
consider in tho Commerce Committee the bil! 
as introduced by Morgan. Some days ago 
Morgan introduced the River and Harbor bill 
precisely as it then stood in the House, his ob- 
ject being to facilitate its passage by having it 
considered in both Houses at the same time. 
He submitted an argument going to show the 
legal richt ot the Senate to originate such 
a bill, Cullom today put in the Hen- 
nepin Canal provision ds it was orfered 
in the House and another to appropriate 850, 
000 for the construction of a canal from Calu- 
met River to Calumet Lake, just below Cnica- 
go. He proposes these as amendments to the 
‘River and Harbor bill in case Morgan's propo- 
sition is adopted. 

PLUMB A CONVERT TO SORGHUM-SUGAR. 

Senator Plumb intends to make a speech on 
the Agricultural Appropriation bill tomorrow, 
in the course of which he will refer to the 
sorghum-sugar enterprise in Kansas. He has 
a sample of the sugar made there 
from sorghum, which, though not quite 
so white as the ordinary granulated, 
is just as valuable. He says there are three 
sugar factories in Kansas, located respectively 


at Ottawa, Hutobdinson, and Sterling, and it now 
costs six cents a pound to make sugar ranking 
with that classed A in market, but the industry 
is not yet thoroughly developed, and it is cal- 
culated to produce the sugar next year at less 
cost. Last year about 70.000 pounds of this 
sugar was made in Kansas, and owing to the 
low price of that commodity and the compara- 
tively undeveloped state of the enterprise it 
cost about as much to make it as it commands 
in market. He is confident sugarmaking in 
Kansas will become a big enterprise.

POWER OF SOCIAL INFLUENCE. 
IT PLACES A YOUNG MAN IN THE ARMY WHO 
COULDN'T GRADUATE FROM WEST POINT. 
WasHIncTon, D. C., Feb. 17.—[Special.}— 
The Senate in ite last executive session con- 
summated one of the grossest outrages upon 
West Point and the army which it has perpe- 
trated at the present session. A cadet named 
Wright, from New Jersey, who was about to be 
found deficient, a short time since resigned to 
save being so found. This saved him from in- 
eligibility to appointment under a law which 
excludes cadets dropped for deficiency in 
studies. He at once, through New Jersey s- 
cial influence exerted here, secured a nomina- 
tion from the President as Second Liéutevant. 
The Senate bad full knowledge of the case 


and still confirmed bim. As a result, 
Mr. Wright, who could not maintain bimeeif as 
a cadet, takes rank in the army two years 
abead of those cadets whom he left in his own

THE LIQUOR TRAFFIC. 
ADVERSE REPORT ON THE BILL FOR ITS REG- 
ULATION. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 17.—The joint res- 
olution providing for an alcholic liquor traffic 
commission, which was today reported back ad- 
versely by the House commuttee baviag the 
matter in charge, is accompanied by a report 
in which the committee says: 

“The power to regulate tho retail liquor 
traffic has from the foundation of the Union 
been regarded as the exclusive right of the 
States ratber than the General Government. 
Attempts have been made by some States to 
entirely probibit the manufacture or sale of 
spirituous or malt liquors, but witb lit- 
tle apparent success, and the in- 
terests or temperance and sobriety, 
so much to be desired, would seem to demand 
wise and stringent restrictions and effective 
safeguards in connection with the liquor 
traffic rather than impracticable efforts at ab- 


the Union properly belongs the right to enact 
such local police regulations as will throw every 
proper restriction around the liquor trame com- 
patible with the personal and property richte 
of the citizen; butif uniform police reguia- 
tions were enacted by Congress, practically 
suited to the different wants and requirements 
of the people of allthe various States, they 
would be difficult to frame and more difficult 
toenact. Any attempt to control the personal 
habits and private conduct of the individual 
should be opposed so long as be does not inter- 
tere with the personal rights of others or the 
peace and order of society in general. As it is 
a matter of grave doubt whether Congress has 
the right to regulate tho liquor traffic in the 
several States of the Union, and as there seems 
to be no great pressing or urgent nevessity for 
the passage of this bill, your committee holds 
that it is not advisable to attempt to exercise 
doubtful powers, which appear most properly 
to belong to the States themselves. 


SECRETARY LINCOLN’S FUTURE HOME—THE

THE COUNTY CUERK'’S OLERKS TESTIFY IN 
THEIR OWN BEHALF. 


Wiley S. Scribner testified to Gieason’s good 
character. 

C. C. Copeland testified that Mackin’s reputa- 
tion for truth, veracity, and as u law-abiding 
citizen was good. 

M. M. Hayes of the County Clerk's office, who 


acted as messenger for the Canvassing Board, 
testified that Ryan, when he banded him the 
poll-boock and tally-sheet of the Second Pre- 
cinct of the Eighteentn Ward, told him to give 


care of them. g 

On the cross he stated that not » word was 
said about the ballots. 

Arthur Gleason then took the stand and 
testified that when the poll-books, taily-sheets, 
and ballots were received from the judges he 
did not distinguish the ballots and other ro- 
turns of the Second Precinct of the Eighteenth 
Ward from any of the others. They were 
placed indiscriminately in two chests—the en- 
velopes containing the poll-books and tally- 
sheets in one, and the envelopes containing the 
baliots in another. The old chest filled up be- 
fore all were in, so a part of the envelopes 
containing baliots were placed in the new box. 
He went before the grand jury Tuesday, Nov. 
25, at the request of Mr. Ryan, and delivered 
the ballots 
be receiv message from Kyan, who was 
upstairs with the Canvassing Board, to take 
good care of the returns of the Second pre- 
cinct, and, therefore, be called in Biehl and 
the other clerks. 

THE CHANGE. 

Biehl found the envelope, end put it into the 
tin drawer by witness’ orders. Tuesday 
night he went to Springfield, returning Wednes- 
day night, and Thursday went to the office, and 
there learned tor the first time that the grand 
jury bad found spurious ballots. He w 
called to testify, but before going be saw 4 
Ryan, who told bim that when he testified be- 
fore the grand jury be should not let them 
know that he had changed the ballots from the 
wooden box to the tin drawer, and that he 
shouldn't let the jury know either that Bien! 

ad told him Sunday that Tom Dwyer 

been given the combination of the vault 
Saturday night, Nov. 22. He went betore the 
jury intending not to tell these facts because 
Ryan requested it, Ryan having kept bim 
in his place, though be was a Republican, 
against the protests of Democrats, and he was 
dependent wholly upon his position for his 
support; and not to comply with the request 
would be to lose his situation. For this reason 
be did not tell the jury about the change. 
When he got back he told Ryan what he had 
testified to, and that he was going back to cor- 
rect it. Ryan said ali right; and witness went 
back and made the correction. 

MAKING UP SOME RETURNS. 

Biehl told him Sunday morning, Nov. 23, 
when they were making up the returns for 
Springfield, that the Saturday night preceding 
be had given me combination to Dwyer. That 
night about 12 o’clock a young man named 
Prendegrast, who works iu the County Clerk's 
office, came to his (Gleason's) bouse and said 
Dwyerand Biehl wanted to see him and to 
make out some returns. He sent back word 
that be couldn't go as he wasn't feeling well, 
and sent his key to the drawer where the 
blanks were, and told the messenger to teil 
Dwyer that he could make out the returns 
himself. He kad no knowledge whatever 
about the changes in the poll-book or tally- 
sheet, or of any interference with the ballots; 
and had no connection with the commission of 
the crimes charged in the information. He 
had bad a speaking acquaintance with Mackin 
for about a year and abaif, and was intro- 
duced to Gallagher last summer, having no 
friendship with either. c 

In repiy to Mr. Turmer, be said the ballot- 
envelope bad no appearance of having been 
tampered with when it reached the County 
Clerk's office. 

In reply to Gen. Stiles, he sdid Ryan’s reason 
for not wishing bim to tell the grand jury 
about the changing of the location of the bal- 
lots and about Dwyer was that the grand jury 
couldn't find any evidence of anything wrong, 
and that the thing would soon blow over. Biehi 
didn’t tell him why he gave Dwyer the com- 
bination, saying that Dwyer asked for it, with- 
out stating any reason, and he gave it to him. 

HENRY BIEHL. 


Henry Biebl was next examined, and told the 
same story as before the grand jury. He de- 
ned giving Dwyer or any other person the 
combination of the vault Saturday night, Nov. 
22, or at any other time; and didn’t tell Giea- 
son that he had done so. Nor did de remem- 
ber having any conversauon with §im from 
which he might infer tnat. He knew nothing 
about the abstraction of the genuine ballots 
and the substitution of the bogus ones. He 
bad no acquaintance with Mackin or Gallagher, 
and met them first before Commissioner Hoyne 
after his arrest. 

THOMAS DWYER. 

Thomas Dwyer, cashier at the County Clerk’s 
office, testified he knew the combination of the 
vault now, having learned it two weeks ago. 
He did not know it before except at the time 
some calcimining was done several months 
ago. Biehl never told bim the combination. 


CONTRADICTING SULLIVAN. 
TRYING TO BREAK THE FORCE OF HIS cox

Holmes, a stenographer, testified that he took

MACKIN’S WIDESPREAD INFLU- 
ENCE. — 
The testimony of certain gentlemen of high 


| position affirming that fine-work Mack in's 


reputation for truth and veracity, integrity 
and honesty is good is regarded by the com- 
munity as simply amazing. Mackin may be 
the most outrageonsly maligned man in Chi- 
cago. He may be the honest man Diogenes 
was looking fg. He may be uniformly, 
strictly, and uncompromisingly truthful. But 
that is not his general reputation among re- 
spectable people. There is no man in this 
city who has more reputation, such as it is; 
but how respectable men can swear that 
it is good is difficult to comprehend. He has 
been for years notorious as an unscrupulous 
political bummer. His fine work has be- 
come the synonym for all the successful po- 
litical skulduggery of the day. A liar and 
dishonest man may masquerade in the garb 
of decency for years without being discov- 
ered, and men of character may go on the 
witness-stand and testify truthfully that his 
general reputation for veracity and integrity 
is excellent. So it can be understood 
how a friend of Joe Mackin and a be 
liever in him—a brother or a companion of 
childhood—might swear that he had been 
misrepresented and slandered, that his gen- 
eral reputation did him gross injustice, and 
that he was not nearly so black as he had 
been painted. But such a witness, if famil- 
iar with public sentiment in Chicago, would 
be compelled to confess that Mackin is noto- 
rious as a fine- work politician and that he 
has been credited with the leadership in“ 
many of the election frauds which have been 
committed in this city during the labt few 
years. Mackin's character may really be 
spotless, but his reputation is certainly un- 
savory in its way. 

Such testimony as was given by men of 
character occupying responsible positions in 
society as to Mackin’s good reputation illus- 
trates strikingly the extent of the political 
power he has exerted in this city. His work 
has been fine indeed when he can com- 
mand a sworn certificate of good character from 
men who ought to be superior to debasing 
influences. He has represented the ‘‘ pow- 
ers that de in the Democratic machine of 
Cook County. His yeal-estate ° operations 
have been confined to one transaction during 
the last five years, according to his own testi- 
mony, but he hag dealt extensively in the 
staple political commodities known as nomi- 
nations and *‘ primaries.” He has held an 
option on all the offices in the city and county 
—legislative, executive, and judicial—so far 
as the Democratic machine could control 
them. Candidates on the Democratic ticket 
must be acceptable primarily to Joe Mackin 
or the people he represents. ‘The result has 
been to give this man Mackin a standing and 
an influence in political circles to which 
neither his ability nor his character entitles 
him. It was high time that he was put upon 
trial for his fine work,” if only to release 
respectable public men of this community 
from the degrading‘obligation to stand by him 
when he gets himself, by his overfine work, 
into trouble. It has never been known till now 
how far-reaching, insidious, and polluting his 
influence has been. + 


BUYING JUDICIAL NOMINATIONS. 

One of the worst effects of the system of 
goverment by purchase, which is being fast- 
ened o all our large cities by the supremacy 
of the machine instead of legitimate ma- 
jorities, is to be seen in the deterioration of 
the judiciary. It is impossible to ascribe the 
scandalous conduct of the Judges who lately 
tried the jury-fixing lawyer Campbell in Cin- 
cinnati to anything but the downward gravi- 
tation which election exerts on the judiciary 
when not offset by long terms and retirement 
fordife on an allowance from the State. The 
judicial scandals of New York are attribut- 
able to the same cause. It is not to be ex- 
pected that when the offices of a community 
are treated by a “‘gang” as a part of their 
perquisits, to be sold out forthe best they 
will bring, that the Judgeships will escape. 
Recent revelations in New York indicate 
that there, where the system of gang or ma- 
chine rule, of government by purchase, and 
of the division of the spoils among the 
workers“ has reached its highest develop- 
ment, there has been a regular traffic in 
Judgeships. 

An ipquiry has been made by the Union 
League Club of New York into the connection 
between the Judges of that city and the powers 
that control nominations and elections. Their 
report, as described in the New York Trib- 
une, reveals a very deplorable state of affairs. 
Under the guise of levying assessments on 
candidates for the bench, the Democratic or- 
ganizations of New York have for years been 
engaged in selling the elective Judgeships to 
those who would pay the highest price. A 
single one of these organizations has, it is 
said, struck a single candidate in this 
way for $15,000. There are three Demo- 
cratic organizations in that city, and when 
the three unite on one candidate he is ex- 
pected to pay all of them, since having their 
united support he is sure of an election. The 
deterioration of the bench of New York fur- 
nishes a sufficient illustration of the inevita- 
ble results of such a system. As might have 
been foretold, the levy on a candidate after 
his nomination has degenerated by easy and 
rapid stages into an out-and-out bargain for 
the nomination beforehand. Lawyers who 
had too much self-respect to make such con- 
tracts had to retire in favor of those who 
were not so squeamish. The bench, like the 
other departments of the City Government, 
has a mere adjunct of the machine. 
The very essence of Judgeship is that it 
should be indeffendent, but the Judge who 
bas got his place by acorrupt conspiracy with 
the manipulators of primaries, nominating 
conventions, and election returns has lost his 


— — 


the men by whose wicked help he has ob- 
tained his elevation. Usually, he is their 
willing tool—a man of so small moral calibre 
as to think it quite right for a man who wants 
to be Judge to buy the nomination and elec- 
tion. But even if he has left à trace of moral 
sensibility and would like after election to act 
the upright Judge, he dare not do so in any

THE “ROOKERY” VETO. 

Mayor Harrison’s veto of the ordinance 
granting a ninety-nine years’ lease of the 
* Rookery ” lot at a rental of $30,000 a year 
to begin May 1, 1886, will probably have the 
effect of killing off the job in its present 
shape. It is hard to conceive that two-thirds 
of the Aldermen can be “persuaded” to 
override this veto in the face of the legal ob- 
jections and the evidence of corrupt influ- 
ences which the Mayor’s veto message pre 
sents. The Mayor mentions two offers by 
responsible parties which have been made 
outside of those submitted to the Council— 
one proposing to pay $33,000 a year and the 
other $35,000 a year—and he exposes the 
fatal defects in the ordinance passed in fail- 
ing to provide for the erection of suitable 
buildings, the payment ot taxes on improye- 
ments, and the collection of rent. He told 
the Council almost in so many words that its 
action was regarded with suspicion, and 
warned the Aldermen that, if they persist in 
carrying out the job, the intervention of the 
courts will be invoked and the seal of the 
city will never be attached to any such lease 
as is proposed. 

While the Aldermanic gang may not have 
the audacity to pass the corrupt ordinance 
over the Mayor’s veto—restrained, perhaps, 
more by the apprehension that it will be de- 
feated in the courts than by any wholesome 
respect for public opinion—it is worthy of 
note that sixteen of the gang” refused to 
refer the matter to the Mayor and Controller 
with authority to advertise for bids not only 
in Chicago but in other large cities, That 
would be the straightforward and business- 
like way to proceed. The Mayor and Con- 
troller would have no power to conclude a 
lease without the sanction of the Council, 
and the obvious way to secure the highest 
rent and best tenant would be to fix a mini- 
mum rental and invite bids from capitalists 
everywhere. Here are the names of the 
Aldermen who refuse to take this business- 
like view of the case:

This list of names, along with the evident 
determination not to open the leasing of the 
lot to competitive bids, excites the suspicion 
that the gang have some other job in view 
equally objectionable in case the present 
scheme fails. The affair needs as much 
watching now as ever. What the Mayor has 
said in reference to the Everhart lease will 
apply with equal force to any other lease ac- 
cepting a lower rent than other responsible 
parties are willing to give and failing to im- 
pose the proper conditions. The courts may 
be called upon to prevent the consummation 
of a new job just as well as to interfere in 
the job which the Mayor has vetoed, and the 
matter has now become so notorious that the 
ring may possibly be defeated in this partic- 
ular instance. 


ARISTOCRATIC AGRARIANS. 

The abolition of the corn duties of En- 
gland was resisted by the landed classes for 
their own selfish reasons, and there is good 
ground to believe that a similar motive is 
mixed in very large proportions with the pa- 
triotic protectionism under which the reim- 
position of those duties is being urged in 
Germany, if not in the other continental 
countries which are evidently leagued with 
it in the purpose to shut out American prod- 
ucts. 

Several correspondents of American news- 
papers have lately pointed out that the ef- 
fect of the proposed duties on American bread- 
stuffs for the pr of the German farm- 
ers would really be increase the revenues 
of the large farmers at the expense of the 
smaller farmers and the townspeople. It is 
apparent from the tone of their communieca- 
tions that there is not wanting in Germany a 
class who understand perfectly well how the 
new duties will operate. We may conse- 
quently expect to see Bismarck’s plans meet 
a very sharp opposition, and they may possi- 
bly fail of adoption. 

A Berlin correspondent of Bradstreet’s Re- 


question of the effect of the new duties on 
the farmers, and makes it clear that it is the 
owners of the large estates who will be 
most benefited. The official figures given by 
the Imperial Statisticial Office June 5, 1882, 
place the number of farms of all sizes in 
Germany at 5,276,344. Three-quarters of 
these, or 76.62 per cent exactly, contain less 
than five hectares, and according to the opin- 
ion of the experts no farm of less than five 
hectares can raise the amount of corn neces- 
sary for a family of the average size for 
planting and subsistence. These little farms, 
then, will get no benefit from the enhanced 
price of grain, but will, on the contrary, lose 
by it to the extent to which they may-have to 
buy wheat orcorn. More than half of the 
whole number of farms is less than two 
hectares, and these almost without excep- 
tion have to buy grain. The only land-owners 
or cultivators who will get aby share of the 
rise that may be caused by the higher duties 
will de the few—12.88 per cent—who own 
more than twenty hectares. But tho the 
number of proprietors who own large farms 
isso small, the amount of their holdings is 
greatly in excess of the total held by the lit- 
tle farmers. More than half the total cul- 
tivated area of Germany is in the hands of 
those who have more than twenty hectares, 
The lion’s share of the benefit ot the new 
duties will go to the 28,612 land-owners who 
cultivate more than fifty hectares. As they 
are but six-tenths per thousand of the popu- 
lation, this means that 10,000 must pay a 
high price for their brtad that six landlords 
may receive greater rents, or get higher 
prices for their wheat and rye. If the duties 
are tripled, as Bismarck asks, it is figured 
out by this correspondent that the great land- 
owners would receive at the expense of 
the small farmers and the city people, most 
of whom are very poor workingmen, 
$28,500,000, and the Government would have 
an increase of revenue of only 814, 250, 000. 

Whether the motives be good or bad with 
which the new corn laws are being advocated 
in Europe, it is time for the people of this 
country to look square in the face the likeli- 
hood that a large part of the markets they 
have found in Europe in the past may be 
closed to them. Count von Taafe told the 
Vienna correspondent of THe Trreune the 
other day, as reported in our cable dispatches, 
that his Government felt that something must 
be done to stop this flood of American prod- 
ucts—wheat, petroleum, and flour. The peas-

MACKIN’S VEFINITIONS. 

No one will question the fitness of that 
eminent political doctrinaire, Mickey Mackin, 
for pronouncing upon the qualities which go 
to make up the ideal Democrat, and for de- 
fining what constitutes allegiance to party 
from his point of view. Mr. Mackin is a 
Democrat of large and varied experience.

In addition to being made Secretary of the 
Campaign Committee, Secretary of the 
County Central Committee, and a member of 
tii Executive Committee of the State Cen- 
tral Committee, he was a delegate to the 
National Democratic Convention which nomi- 
nated Cleveland and Hendricks. The party 
which he has served so faithfully has de- 
lighted to honor him and has advanced him 
from post to post, and if he fails eventually 
to secure the position of the Lilinois member 
of the National Committee it will only be 
because of his inability to serve growing out 
of the present misunderstanding with the 
United States Government as to the proper 
methods of conducting elections, with the 
penalties involved. 

The statements of such a man, so thorough- 
ly grounded in Democracy and so well versed 
in its traditions, its forms and methods, 
and in all the duties the observance of 
which constitutes the ideal Democrat, are 
more than ordinarily important. He becomes, 
as it were, the doctrinaire of the party, and 
we look to him as one speaking with authori- 
ty. Itis proper even now to speak of Mack- 
inian Democracy as we speak of Jeffersonian 
Democracy, and to study it with a view to 
the determination of the metes and bounds, 
the fine distinctions, and the underlying prin- 
ciples which distinguish the unadulterated 
Democrat from the alleged and the leap- 
year” members of that party.

Mr. Mackin threw some light on the defi- 
nition of alleged Democrats,” and hit them 
off in a neat epigram, They are those who 
consider their ideas larger than the regularly 
constituted convention.” He also character- 
ized some of the alleged Democrats” by 
name, but his personal illustrations lose some- 
what in force for the reason that most of 
them are gentlemen wl have been very act- 
ive in bringing Mr. Mackin to account for his 
alleged crookedness. He still further in- 
formed the court and jury that they are al- 
ways howling about the machine and 
Ave on the pickings of it.”

‘Tue Llinois Legislature, under the man- 
agement of Haines, has come to a standstill.

If the doctors’ certifi- 
cates should get to be too common they would 
be laughed and shamed out of use, and the 
members would be on hand in order to secure 
their pay. The suggestion to fix $800 as the 
compensation of members for a session, with- 
out regard to attendance or absenteeism, 
would be utterly destructive of business. 
The only sure way to compel the attendance 
of the members is to make their absence cost 
them what they charge the State. No work 
no pay should be the rule. Very few of them 
would then be absent without excuse or for 
some valid reason. 


Ir is said that the opposition to Senator 
Ray's bill in regard to continuances is based 
on constitutional grounds, The bill provides 
that the application for a continuanze in a 
criminal trial based upon the alleged absence 
of a material witness may be refused when- 
ever the State-Attorney is willing to admit 
as evidence what the witness would testify 
to if he were present, with the right to rebut 
it with other testimony, It is urged that the 
Constitution provides that the defendant 
shall have the right to meet witnesses face to 
face, and that the bill would be a violation 
of this principle. But this is a mere pre- 
tense tocover up the determination of the 
Dre 
de to trial so long as he has money 
in his pocket. A man is not a witness un- 
less he is present, and his alleged absence 
should not be permitted to postpone the 


workings of justice. It will remain within 
the discretion of the accused person to intro- 
duce the evidence ot the alleged absentee or 
to withhold it. But it there is any serious 
question as to the constitutionality of Senator 
Ray’s bill let the law be amended so that the 
Judge in a criminal case shall have the au- 
thority to hear counter affidavits and decide 
upon the merits whether the case shall be 
postponed or not. If the criminal! lawyers in 
the Legislature will not assent to this, the 
only remedy for the people is to exclude 
lawyers from the candidates for the Legis- 
lature at the next election. 


SEVERAL Of the leading papers in the 
South, among them the Charleston (S. C.) 
News and Courier, have strongly criticised 
the conduct of Gen. G. T. Beauregard and 
Gen. Jubal A. Early in lending their services 
as decoys for the Louisiana Lottery.

prizes.” The Times goes on to say: This 
monstrous fraud under the claim of the color 
of law faces these Generals ef National and 
world-wide fame every month, and their 
autograph commendation of it is employed 
daily as the decoys of the lottery rogues”; 
and it figures up that in these 178 drawings 
no less than $47,170,000 has been filched 
from the people. It is rather amusing, how- 
ever, to notice the strong moral appeals which 
are made to these men to withdraw from a 
concern which is corrupt and used for cor- 
rupt political purposes, as well as for the 
purposes of public robbery, Would they be 
likely to do this kind of dirty work if they 
were not well paid for it ? 0 


We observe that the so-called Citizens“ 
Committee” now engaged in prosecuting the 
persons concerned in the election frauds has 
again permitted itself tobe used asan in- 
strument in the hands of a wily newspaper 
reporter. The snap detective agency em- 
ployed by the Citizens’ Committee and paid 
for by the funds subscribed by Republicans 
of all classes in the community is really an 
annex to a cheap Democratic newspaper con- 
cern.

of St. Peter's. on Eaton Square, which vies 
with St. George’s, Hanover Square, in the aris- 
tocratic entries on its marriage register, will 
not be as well filled tomorrow (Asb-Wednes- 
day) as it was this. morning of 
Shrove Tuesday at the Duke of Buckingham’'s 
marriage. This nobleman does not derive his 
title from the days of the Stuarts. Indeed, his 
title was only created a year before he was 
born. He is a widower, with no children. 
The romance of the marriage is that 
his bride is an elder sister of his 
niece by marriage, who is the wife of the 
Duke's nephew and heir*presumptive. if there 
is issue to the Duke's second marriage one 
sister will prevent another sister from succeed- 
ing as Duchess. The father of both sisters 
gave the tormer away. He is Sir Graham 
Montgomery, Bart. Father-in-law and son-in- 
law were born in the same year, 1623. Each 
bas been a Lord of the Treasury. The 
affair at the church was much the same 
as if one rich tradesman was marrying the 
daughter of another rich tradesman, even to 
the singing of the well-worn hymn, “ The voice 
that breathed oer Eden.“ It may please the 
feminine readers of Tae TRIBUNE to know that 
the Duchess, who probably can do as she 
pleases,” being a quarter of a century younger 
than the Duke, wore a magnificent 
costume of white satin, with a petticoat of 
artistic gold embroidery on lace, trimmed with 
fine old pointe de Flandres and sprays of nat- 
ural orange blossoms, while her veil of 
rare old point lace was fastened by a 
spray of diamonds, with lilies, ber mother’s 
gift. She also wore a pearl necklace and a 
diamond and ruby bracelet. The bridesmaids, 
one of them a sister of the bride and to the ex- 
pectant Duchess, wore white satin brocade and 
lace and blue velvet hats, with shaded wings, 
baving the bridegroom’s gifts of blue enamel 
brooches with pearls, ana their mon- 
ograms in pure white diamonds.

OUR CABLE LETTER. 
HUNGRY MEN CLAMORING AT THE DOORS OF 
THE CABINET. 


Lowpox, Feb. 17.—[Via Mackay-Bennett 
Cable to The Tribune.|—The press comments 
on the demonstration of unemployed workmen 
at Cleopatra’s needle, on the Thames embank- 
ment, yesterday, combine to highten the 
political difficulties of Mr. Gladstone. 
While the streets are resounding to 
the sound of drums and bugles 
heralding a costly war expedition distasteful to 
the wisest of Engiand’s public men, the suffer- 
ing of the people is so great from want of work 
that ragged, buogry-eyed mobs disturb the sit- 
tings of the distracted Cabinet and throw into 
a glaring light the failure of Government 
promises. 

A CABLE-REPAIR STEAMER. 

The Commerciai Cable Company's new re- 
pairing steamer, the Mackay-Begnett, passed 
Dover this evening for Halifax. where she will 
have her headquarters pending her services in 
repairing any damage that may happen to the 
cables. 

EDMUND YATES’ FRIENDS APPEALING FOR HIS 
RELEASE. 

Lowpon, Feb. 17.—{Special.|—The friends of 
Mr. Edmund Yates, the editor of the London 
World, are appealing to Sir William Vernon 
Harcourt, the Home Secretary, for the release 
of Mr. Yates from Holloway Jail. He has now 
been imprisoned just one month under a sen- 
tence of four months imposed by Lord Chief 
Justice Coleridge for allowing Ledy Stradbroke 
to libel ber cousin, Lady Grace Fane, and Lord 
Lonsdale by an elopement story published in 
the World. Lady Grace's father, the Ear! of 
Westmoreland, and her uncle, the Duke of 
Beaufort, assisted Lord Lonsdale in prosecut- 
ing Mr. Yates, and they are opposing his re- 
lease. The friends of the editor state that he 
is very ill, and that his confinement in prison 
is endangering his life. It 1s stated that at the 
age ot 10 years be was nervous, irritabie, and 
puny, and that bis constant habit of exercising 
in the open air has been the main thing that 
has prolonged his life to the present time. 

_COUNSELING ON IRISH AFFAIRS. 

Earl Spencer, Lord-Lieutenant of Ireland, is 
on his way to London, having been hastily 
summoned to advise the Goverment regarding 
Irish affairs in view of the reassembling of Par- 
nament next Thursday. He started from Dub- 
lin with an enormous escort, and extraordinary 
precautions for his safety have been taken at 
every stage of the journey. 

SHORT OF MONEY. 

The Irish Nationalist members of the House 
complain that they are seriously crippled by 
the paucity of money for necessary Parlia- 
mentary expenses, such as rent of committee 
rooms, printing of pamphiets, and contesting 
election’. Mr. Parnell will probably be urged 
to reconsider his refusal to send two members 


of the Parliamentary party to stimulate sub- 
scriptions in the United States. 
THE SULLIVAN FUND. 

The subscriptions in Ireland to the fund for 
the family of the late A. M. Sullivan now 
amount to $30,000. The English subscriptions 
increase the amount to over $35,000, aud it is 
hoped that che sum will soon be brought up to 
$50,000, as originally contemplated by the pro- 
moters of the fund.

Deafening tumult en- 
sued and it was some moments before order 
was restored. 

INVESTING BISMARCK WITH NEW POWER. 

The Reichstag today passed a provisional! bill 
empowering Bismark by simple decree to raise 
the duties in order to prevent large importa- 
tions while the Reichstag ie debating the In- 
creased Duties bill. The provisional bili covers 
contracts concluded before Jan. 15, and ex- 
tends to oil seeds, oll in casks, starch, and meal. 

BIMETALLISM. ‘* 

Bismarck has received a petition containing 
800 signatures of commercial and farming as- 
sociations in favor of the establisnment of bi- 
metallism. The petition dwelis on the injury to 
the economic progress of Germany resulting 
from the continued rise in the value of gold 
and the depreciation of silver coin. 

THE SAMOAN “ TREATY.” 

The text of the German-Samoan treaty is 
publisbed. It provides for a Council of State 
to consist of the German Consul, two Samoans, 
and two Germans, to establish laws iu the 
interest of the Samoans and German resi- 
dents, A German officer will act as 
adviser to the King and judge all 
penal matters in which Germane are concerned. 
Pr sons will be ereeted-for German offenders. 
The King will establish a police foree for the 
protection of the German population, the ex- 
penses of which will be covered by fines, rev- 
enues from prison labor, and taxes on Ger- 
mans. Germany is allowed to give six moaths’ 
notice of withdrawal from the agreement. 


GREAT BRITAIN. 
THE ROW AMONG THE FREEMASONS. 

Lonpon, Feb. 17.—The troubles between the 
Engiish Freemasons and the Grand Orients of 
France continue. The Prince of Wales, reply- 
ing to the recent letter of the French Grand 
Master, says: “English Masons always held 
to the belief that God is the first and great 
landmark of genuine Freemasonry. Without 
such belief nobody can rightly claim to in- 
herit the traditions of true Freemasonry.” It 
is expected the Grand Orient will convene a 
meeting in London to explain the attitude of 
the Orient, which is intended to allow the full- 
est liberty of conscience. 

THE AGGRIEVED NEWSPAPER MEN. 

The deputation of newspaper men who yes- 
terday waited upon the Speaker of the House 
of Commons for the purpose of securing the 
exemption of reporters from the new rules of 
the House had another conference with that 
official today. The result was a perfectiy sat- 
isfactory adjustment of the entire difficulty, 
the Speaker virtually restoring the former re- 
portorial privileges. 

FIRE IN A THEATRE. 

During the performance at the Haymarket 
Theatre tonight the scenery caught fire, al- 
most creating a panic. The fire was soon 
quenched and the play proceeded.

AFGHANISTAN. 
NEGOTIATIONS FOR THE SETTLEMENT OF THE 
BOUNDARY LINE. 

Lonpon, Feb. 17.—The Foreign Office bas 
sent to Sir Peter Lumeden, English member of 
the Afghan Frontier Commission, stationed at 
Bula Marghab, the proposals of Agent Lessar 
of Russia as to the Afghan frontier 
line. Sir Peter's report is expected 
next Friday. In the last advices Sir 
Peter counseled the immediate ocoupation 
of Herat by England. Eari Granville received 
the Lessar proposals favorably. Russia offers 
to fix the frontier line eighty miles north of 
Herat, leaving mountain passes, the natural 
strategic boundary, in possession of the Af- 
ghans. It is expected in official circies that 
the Russian proposals wil! be accepted as a ba- 
sis for the work of the joint commission. Gen. 
Zelenoy, Russian Commissioner, will meet Sir 
Peter Lumsden in April. 


THE FRANCO-CHINESE WAR. 
THE MARCHE ON LANGSON. 

Paris, Feb. 17.—Gen. Briere ae Isle tele- 
grapbed from Langson to the Government the 
following account of the march of the French 
troops to that city: “The French troops 
raised their camp at Dongson the 10th inst. 
The llth they defeated the Chinese near Vaudi. 
The 12th they bad a second battle with the 
Chinese. The Chinese made a stubborn resist- 
ance, but were completely routed. We stormed 
several forts, and, after a rapid march, arrived 
the 14th before Langson, which we found to be 
evacuated and burning. Our troops took pos- 
session and at once occupied a position beyond 
Langson in the hills. A large quantity of arms. 
ammuoition, and provisions was captured. 
The Chinese withdrew toward the frontier. 
Their losses were very beavy. Darkness and 
bad weather favored the Obinese flight. Their 
rout was complete. Our losses since the 9th 
have been thirty-nine killed and 222 wounded.’’ 


RUSSIA. 
DENIAL OF THE REPORT THAT THE CZAR HAS 
DESIGNS ON AFGHANISTAN. 

Sr. PETERSBURG, Feb. 17.—The Journal de St. 
Petersburg denounces as untrue the English re- 
port that Russia designs seizing Herat. The 
Journal stamps the report as a canaid. The 
Journal approves an article in Novoe Vremia 
upon Russia’s attitude. This article affirms 
that Russia entertains nothing but pacific feel- 
ings toward the Afghans. It remarks that the 
long sojourn of Lumsden’s force near the Rus- 
sian frontier might badly affect the Afgbans. 
If so, Engiand would be bound to restrain 
them, and, if England failed to do so, then Rus- 
sia would be compelled to rely upon her own 
resources. 


FRANCE. 


A PROTEST AGAINST A GERMAN SOCIALIST EM- 
BLEM. 


Panis, Feb. 17.—Three hundred students 
have signed a protest against the display of 
the German Socialist emblem at Valiés’ funeral 
yesterday. During the procession thieves en- 
tered the premises of Gabriel, in the Avenue 
de Opéra, and stole jewels valued at 800,000 
francs. 


THE VATICAN. 
DAVITT REFUSED AN AUDIENCE WITH THE 
POPE. 

Rome, Feb. 17.—The Pope is mourning the 
death of Cardinal McCabe. His Holiness re- 
fused to see Michael Davitt. It is stated that he 
fears Engiand would deem an audience with 
Davitt, under the present circumstances, an 
untriendly act. 


MINISTER LOWELL’S WIFE. 
NO HOPE OF HER RECOVERY. 

Loxpox. Feb. 17.—The disease from which 
Mrs. James Russell Lowell is suffering is brain- 
fever. Two pbysimans are in attendance. 
She is very low today. No hopes are enter- 
tained of ber recovery. The latest report is to 
the effect that her death may be expected at 
any moment. 

THE HUSBAND PHYSICALLY EXHAUSTED, 

Mrs. Lowell is not expected to survive the 
night. The physicians expected her death be- 
fore 10 tonight. Mr. Lowell, in addition to his 
great distress, is much exbausted physically, 
baving had no sieep the last few days. He bas 
received many letters of condolence from mem- 
bers of the Government and others high in 
social and political circles.

A MISSING BOOKEEEPER. 


Charles F. Weed Leaves Milmine, 
Bodman & Co. Short in His Ac- 
counts. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., Feb. 17.—|Special.)—The po- 
lice of this city searched the hotels and other 
resorts today for Charles F. Weed, bead clerk 
for the commission firm of Milmine, Bodman 
& Co. of Chicago, who is alleged to 
have decamped a few days ago with 
funds approximating 85, 000.

Louis until a year ago and was a bookkeeper 
with the Culver Commission Company and was 
known as Windy Weed.“ He married a gis- 
ter of J. M. Hall, a grain trader of Chicago.

Mr. L. W. Bodman was found at his resi- 
dence, No. 9 Astor piace. “We were greatly 
surprised Saturday last when Mr. Weed failed 
to turn up. He bad disappeared Friday after- 
noon without sayime a word, but we did 
not think be had decamped for good. An 
examination of the books showed that our cash 
was short about $500. We atonce placed the 
Pinkerton detectives in possession of the facts, 
but they have so far been unable to give us a 
clew to his whereabouts. 80 far as I know 
Weed has not been placed in 
instance since he left our 
Friday. He had been in our employ since May 
last as cashier, coming to us with good recom- 
mendations trom the Cuiver Commission Com- 
pany of St. Louis. He bad absolute. control 
of the books and be would have enjoyed many 
opportunities for stealing money if all our 
transactions were not made with checks. Very 
little cash was handied by us, and only 
in very rare instances did we have $500 in the 
drawer. For that reason I do not think that 
he could have stolen much more than the 
amount already discovered.”

A Plan Proposed by the Democrats of 
the Buckeye State. 

Cotumses, O., Feb. 17.—{Speciai.]—Repre- 
sentative Ryal, Democrat, of Hancock County, 
this afternoon introduced an amendment to 
the amendment adopted by the Democratic 
caucus last week. After the usual preamble 
as to the date for submission of the vote, etc., 
it reads: 

Traffic in intoxicating liquors within any 
township, city, village. or hamlet in this State, 
without the consent of at least the majority of 
the inbabitants over the age of 18 of such 
township, city, village, or hamlet is prohibited. 
The General Assembly shali provide by law for 
the enforcement of this provision and against 
the evils resulting from such traffic, and the 
power to levy taxes upon such traffic is not to 
— limited by an provision of the Constitu- 

on. 

Upon the approval of this proposition by the 
electors at said election the same shall become 
a part of said Constitution, and Sec. 18 of the 
schedule shall be repealed. Electors at said 
election voting in favor of said proposition 
shall have printed on their ballots the words, 
“To amend Sec. 18 of the schedule— es.“ 

The introduction of the above gives the De- 
mocracy three chances of carrying the original 
resolution without being amended. It will 
serve the purpose of discussion, and when they 
become weary of the debate they will simply 
move the previous quesuon and force 
the resolution to a vote under the 
gag rule. They believe by these tactics that 
they will succeed in placing before the people a 
Constitutional amendment for license pure and 
simple. This is an unusual parliamentary 
practice. But they are desperate, benco this 
unprecedented procedure of forcing down the 
throats of the people something they do not 
want.

New Yorks, Feb. 17.—The friends of Mrs.

There was a slight mitigation of the cold 
weather yesterday, and though the air was raw 
considerable relief was experienced by those 
who bad to be out of doors.

The lines of railway operated by this com- 
pany (except the Louisiana & Missouri River 
Railroad), the bridges on its lines over the Mie- 
sissippi and Missouri Rivers, terminal facilities, 
and all other property under its control are 
owned by it, subject to the annual charges. 
The lease of the Louisiana & Missouri River 
Railroad provides that all taxes and assess- 
ments shall be.deducted each year from 
the gross earnings of that road, 35 per 
cent of the remainder shall be the 
mount of rent for that year. Ten thousand 
ve hundred and forty-one shares of the pre- 
ferred stock and 15,328 shares of the common 
stock have been issued during the last year in 


exchange for an equal number of shares of the 


preferred and common stock of the St. Louis, 
Jacksonville & Chicago Railroad Company vur- 
suant to the agreement between that company 
and the Chicago & Alton, dated April 14, 
1884. All the preferred shares of that com- 
pany and ali of its shares of common 
stock except 528 have been exchaaged up to 
the date of this report. The ag eement re- 
ferred to and the transfer of stock for which 
it provides vests the ownership of the St. 
Louis, Jacksonville & Chicago Railway, subject 
to its mortgages, in the Ch cago & Alton, 
Forty-five and seventy-t wo-hundredths 
sbares of the common stock o the Alton, 
heretofore beid by Messrs. Tilden and Meyers, 
trustees, bave been canceled during the year; 
$77.000 of the 6 per cent sinking-fund gold 
bonds of the Alton and_$8,000 bonds of the Mis- 
sissippi River Bridge mpany have been re- 
deemed and canceled on account of sinking- 


fund during the year. ‘ 


The gross earnings were $8,709,274. 

The operating expenses were $4,886,646. 

Decrease in gross earnings, $101,336; in- 
crease in operating expenses, $6,688; decrease 
in net earnings, $108,024. 

The amount of State, county, and munictpal 
taxes paid in 1884 was $247,143, being $30,069 
more than the amount paid in 1883. 

The amount paid for labor and personal 
services in all departments during the year 
was $2,941,365. Of the operating expenses 51 
per cent was paid for labor and 35 per cent for 
supplies. 

Five thousand and sixteen tons of new steel 
rails and 372,149 new cross-ties have been laid 
during the last year.

THAT SEWER CATASTROPHE. 
IT WILL PROBABLY INVOLVE THE CITY IN 
, CONSIDERABLE LITIGATION, 

Coroner Hertz's office was well filied yester- 
day when the evidence was heard in the case 
of the five laborers who were suffocated in the 
Kinzie street sewer Thursday afternoon. The 
victims of the accident were Joseph Gill, Mat- 
thew Mason, Daniel Curtis, Michael Grobski, 
and James O'Grady. With the exception of 
Gili each of the men had a wife and family. 

John McNamara testified that he was assist- 
ant to the foreman of the sewer gang. Thurs- 
day morning tourteen of them started in to 
work at Peoria and Kinzie streets; ten were in 
the sewer and four up above along the street. 
He started two men west to take up the man- 
hole covers for purposes of ventilation. At 
Union street in the afternoon he found that the 
man-hole ‘cover was down instead of being 
raised, and be heard the men calling fora lad- 
der. He ran to Jefferson street, and in eight 
minutes returned with the ladder, which he put 
down the man-bole. Two of the men walked 
up the ladder, and the others were hauled up 
by a rope. The Union street mambole cover 
was ventilated. The sewer had been cleaned 
ten days previously, and no accident bad bap- 
pened from gas. He had worked om sewers for 
six years. 5 

George Cunan testified: After one of our 
rests we smelled gas, and one of the men fell 
down. I felt dizzy and dropped the rope of the 
scraper which we were bauling. My legs were 
shuking under me, and I felt acute pain. I lost 
my senses when I got to the foot of the man- 
hole.” 

Thomas Garrity went back about seventy-five 
feet in the sewer. Hedid not feel any bad 
effects from it; was down twenty minutes and 
then was called back, as all the men had been 
taken out. 

Patrick Ryan, general foreman of the sewer 
department, in charge of cleaning, testi- 
fied: “There are 414 miles of sewers 
in the City of Chicago. There are three 
slushing gangs in the city, each consist- 
ing of fifteen men. We always warn men not 
to attempt to clean sewers where there is any 
indication of gas, but to leave them until free. 
The instructions are to invariably bave two 


*man-hole covers open when men are at work 


down the sewer. If a street-car comes the 
cover is put down and raised after the car bas 
passed. These covers are ordered raised to 
protect the men and let the gas escape. This 
sewer was cleaned eight or ten days prior to 
the accident. We only open covers and clean 
ventilator holes when we are going to clean a 
sewer. I have been connected with this de- 
partment twenty-five years.“ 

“Don’t you think that if there were men 
who occasionally raised these covers and 
pricked out the ventilator boles such accidents 
as these would be impossible? asked the Coro- 
ner. 

Witness replied that there were so many 

ventilator and man holes that it would require 
a large force of men. 
„ City-Attorney Knight watched the evidence 
closely. He said that while evidence showed 
there were not enough boles uncovered be did 
not think that Mr. McNamara should be entire- 
ly blamed. 

“Mr. Ryan,” said the Coroner, “if you had 
fifty men in your department whose duty it 
was to ventilate these sewers would not the 
lives of laborers be protected!“ 

“ Fifty men would not make a showing.“ 

“What is the appropriauon for tha sewer 
department?” 

“Thirty-five thousand dollars.“ 

“What was the appropriation five years 
ago? f 

About 8833. 000 — the same. 

„Can you account for the presence of this 
gas Thursday?” 

** No, sir.” 

A little man known as the “‘ Sewer Rat,“ who 
is said to bave crept through more large and 
small sewers than any other man iu the world, 
testified that bis name was Patrick McGee. 
He had worked for the city twenty-eight years. 
It was customary to have at least two man- 
holes open when men are working. He had 
been burned oy fire-damp explosions eleven 
times, and had ofteg been brought up for 
dead. Ventilated covers allowed the gas to 
escape from the sewers, of course, but prop- 
erty-owners and ciiizens objected to the smell. 

Benezette Williams, a civil engineer, said: 
From my general knowledge of sewer-gas 
and the testimony I bave beard toaay I be- 
lieve that the men died from the effects of 
sewer-gas. I have beard the questions and 
answers with regard to keeping the man-boles 
open, and I have little doubt that if the man- 
holes had been kept open the catastropbe could 
have been averted.“ These men bad passed 
over the ground three times that d but the 
covers bad on two trips been o On the 
third trip the gas was stirred up, and there be- 
ing no proper ventilation the men suffered. 
Sewer-gas might kill a man instantly or it 
might gradually poison persous living in the 
vicinity. It was a weil-established fact that in 
sewers the cases would surely kill men breath- 
ing them unless vast volumes of fresh air were 
introduced, and the evidence showed that the 
ventilation was not perfect. 

Prof. G. A. Marioer testified: I am an ana- 
lytical and consulting chemist; have beard the 
evidence and believe that these five men died 
from the effects of sewergas, and that there 
was not proper ventilation; light gases arise 
and in a sewer would enter men’s mouths or 
nostrils; beavier gases sink and the opening of 
two man-boles would not carry them off; in 
this particular case the ventilation was inade- 
quate.” 

Mr. Moran was recalled and asked: “ Did you 
order the man- hole covers to be shut down just 
before the occurrence of the stifling of your 
ment 

No, sir; I said simply: I am ahead. 
This is the last draw. * 

The following verdict was rendered: That 
the men came to their deaths “from aspbyxia 
by sewer-zas while working in the Kinzie street 
sewer; and we, the jury, are of the opinion 
that said catastrophe could have deen prevent- 
ed by the city employing competent and suffi- 
cient men to attend to the opening of the man- 
holes while the men were so working in said 
gewer.“ 

It is understood that the relatives of the de- 

men will at once commence suits 
against the city.

CRAZY WHEN SHE SHOT HIM. 
MRS. DELLA GARDNER FOUND NOT GUILTY OF 
THE MURDER OF HER HUSBAND. 

Mrs. Della Gardner, the woman who killed 
her busband and baby and then wounded her. 
self in their home at No. 17 Laflin street Nov. 6, 
was put on trial yesterday before Judge Rogers 
charged with murder. 

Mrs. Sarah Gardner, the defendant's mother. 
testified that she heard the-shots fired and saw 
the mother with her dying baby in her arms. 
Dr. Schuyler S. Gardner was then lying dead at 
the foot of the stairs, where he had rolled when 
sbot. 

The doctor was going away, and his wife 
helped him to pack his trunk. He put his 
summer clothing into it as well as his winter 
wardrobe. Della objected to being left alone, 
and implored tne doctor not to go. De la's father 
was killed six weeks previous to her birth by 
falling from a building. Della bad curvature 
of the spine when a girl, and the disease bad 
affected her head at times. At such times sbe 
would act as if she did not realize what 
she was doing. Thé witness bad beard 
the doctor say the baby was not his obiid. 
A nurse who bad been employed in the sapere | 
caused some trouble between Dr. Gardner 
bis wife, who thought ber husband too intimate 
with the woman. Dr. Gardner often staid out 
all night, and on such occasions Della sat up 
and waited for him. Sometimes be came home 
at 3 a. m. and sat up che rest of the night. 

Mrs. E. R. Kennedy of No. 16 Lafiin street 
repeated the story about Mrs. Gardner's 
maneuvers after the shooting. She ran across 
the street with the dying baby in her arms and 
asked the witness why it gasped so. Mrs. Gard- 
ner was frantic and raving. She said 
„„ Gardie was got away and she snot bim 
because she could not endure the separation. 

Mrs. Florence W. Baker ocoupied the fat be- 
low the one occupied by the Gardners. She 
heard the shooting and heard the doctor fall 
down the stairs. She went for assistance. 

Mrs. C. S. Farrar saw Mrs. Gardner halt an 
hour after the — She raved about ber 
“Gardie’’ and begged him not to leave her. 

Dr. S. B. Clevinger said be had examined the 
wowan and gave it as his opinion that she was 
insane. It was a case of epileptic insanity in 
which the mental replaces the con- 
vuilsive attack. 

Eighteen women, ali friends of Mrs. Gard- 
ner, were present during the trial, and several 
of these testified to having seen Mrs. Gardner 
act strangely at times. Mrs. Gardner wept 
frequently, and about eight of the other women 
cried with ber each time. The defendant was 
represented by Mr. Westover. The jury re- 
turned a verdict of not guilty because the de- 
fendant was insane when she did the shooting.

QUITE A SHREWD MAN, 
BUT NOT SHREWD ENOUGH TO KEEP OUTSIDE 
THE BARS. 

Albert Scott, an intelligent, well-dressed 
young man, was arraigned before Justice 
Foote on the charges of forgery and obtaining 
goods under false pretenses. His is the exem- 
piification of the life of a fast young man who 
does not possess, the means to comfortably 
live in the sphere he has chosen. Last June 
Scott came dere and stopped at the Palmer. 
His agreeable manners made him many 
friends, and during his stay here 
he made the acquaintance of a digreputable 
woman named Florence Lovell Becoming in- 
fatuated with ber he took ber to New Orleans 
and thencé\to San Francisco, the two finally 
going to Europe, where they occupied several 
months in going the grand rounds.” A few 
days ago the two suddenly reappeared in Chi- 
cago, taking rooms at No. 284 Wabash avenue. 
Scott was almost penniless, but it was no new 
thing to him, and be went to work systematic 
ally to “raise the wind.” /Going to Wilson 
Bros., the furnishing-goods firm, he renewed 
an old acquaintagoce, and at the same time 
took occasion to pass a forged check for 
$300, Later in the day he repeatea thé 
performance at Risser & Reid's hardware 
store, making $150 by means of a forged sig- 
nature. But before de conla get out of the 
store Mr. Risser discovered the forgery and 
seized the swindler, subsequently turning him 
over to a detective who was oonveniently 
near. The detectives have other cases which 
they are tracing to him, and which may come 
to light today. 

When arraigned before Justice Foote Scott, 
who has also traveled under the names of 
Johnson and Brown, was cvol and seif-pos- 
sessed, and showed a high knowledge of the 
mechanism of the law. He conducted his own 
case. “I will take a continuance,”’ he said 
without delay, and can furnish a bond it it 
is not fixed too high. 

Tour are not unfamiliar with police-court 
methods,” said the Justice, remarking the 
business-like manner in which Scott conducted 
his defense. : 

“I know a great deal about it,” answered 
Scott. You see I was in the Sheriff's cflice 
in New York for a long time.”’

The Lovell 
woman tried to secure bail for the prisoner, 
but failed. The detectives telephoned the 
armory Officials not to liberate the man, as 
there were many other cases against him, and 
he is now confined in the Harrison Street Jail.

OAPITAL AND LABOR. 


The Aurora Watch Company—Some 
Queer Developments—Chicago Busi- 
ness Troubles. 

A queer story was told in some affidavits 
filed yesterday before, Judge Hawes on a 
motion to set aside a judgment for $11,000 
rendered Saturday last by the First National 
Bank against the Aurora Watch Company. The 
suit was begun the same day the defendant en- 
tered its appearance, and the case was imme- 
diately heard and judgment rendered. Yester- 
day motion was made to set aside this judgment 
and a number of affidavits were filed by the 
directors of the company. They charged that 
that they knew nothing of the $11,000 note on 


which judgment was rendered. ‘The Board of 
Directors never authorized its execution, but 


the bank was on two notes, one for $6,000, due 
laet Saturday. and the other for $5,000, due 
March 12. When the first fell due the board 
prepared a new one, which was banded to 
Wendell to be presented to the bank, it being 
guaranteed by Wendell and his mother, who 
are worth $200,000. Mrs. Wendell bougbt the 
$11,000 judgment the day alter it was rendered. 
Sbe holds a quantity of watches and open ac- 
counts of the company as security. 
board claim Wendell is no 

officer of the company, 

been removed for alleged fraudulent 
practices in trying to defraud the company ont 
o $100,000. Oa the other band, Wendell claims 
he always borrowed money for the company 
and executed its notes, and the company knew 
of the existence of the two notes for $11,000. 
He admitted he called on the bank and told it 
the company could not meet its paper, and 
consented to the entry of the judgment. The 
Judge directed the judgment to be set aside, 
ana gave the company leave to defend, but al- 
lowed Mrs. Wendell to have a lien on the com- 
pany’s property for the amount ot the $6,000 
note. 

Later in the day the company filed an origi- 
nal bill in the Circuit Court against Wendell, 
ite former Secretary, and his mother, asking 
for an accounting and injunction to prevent 
them from selling certain stock. The Dill 
says the watch company was organized in 
July, 1883, with a capital stock of $250.000, the 
greater part (1,557 shares) being held by 
Wendell. X. W. Trask was elected President, 
A. H. Pike Vice-President, and Wendell Beore- 
tary-Treasurer and General Manager. Wen- 
dell, having a majority of the stock, of course 
had the substantial control of the company. 
In August, 1883, a 20 per cent assessment and 
in October a 10 per cent assessment on the 
stock was made and by ali but 
Weadell. The latter's piace of business 
was kept in OUbicago, though the company’s 
factory was in Aurora, and last fall Wendell 
represented he had spent $124,994 on his own 
account, which was to be applied on his stock, 
besides $40,785 for factory builamgs; mercban- 
dise and material, $17,305; labor, $10,164; otner 
expenses, etc., $14,000, all from ipts on 
stock. The directors claim they have since 
uscertained Wendell aid not spend over $40,000 
instead of $124,000, all of which came from 
the subscribers. About October he began to 
represent the company needed more money, 
and the company borrowed about $41,000 from 
different banks, including the $11,000 from the 
First National Bank of Chicago, all of which 
went into Wendell’s hands. A few weeks 
ago the officers of the company became 
suspicious of Wendell, and call on bim 
for a settlement. He then claimed the 
company had to give him $125,000 of 
full paid stock if be would furnish all the neo- 
essary machinery and tools, and his secretary's 
book seemed to corroborate his assertion. The 
company, bowever, claims it never made any 
such agreement, and that the book was fixed 
up so as to enable the secretary to get $90,000 
worth of stockfor nothing. He also admitted 
boldly that the tools and machinery did not 
cost $125,000, but that be bad a right to specu- 
late with the company’s funds; that his mak- 
ing money in that way was somewhat after the 
style of the star-rovte- contractors and the 
Crédit Mobilier, but he Had taken counsel as 
to his course and proposed to retain 
all his pretended profits. Before this,

Pive gas-weters which a private gas-in- 
spéector had reported out of order were tested 
yesterday by City Inspector 8. D. Baldwin. 
The meter in the Chicago Museum, which the 
private inspector said was 9 per cent fast, Mr. 
Baldwin made only 2 per cent fast; Jacob 
Mueller's, 29 per cent fast by the private in- 
spector’s figures, was found to be only 11 per 
cent fast; Ager & Marshali's meter, 20 to 30 
per cent fast by the first test, was placed at 17 
per cent by Mr. Baldwin's test. Mr. Baldwin 
said it was impossible to get any nearer the 
truth about a meter than the tests showed the 
figures, because the temperature had much to 
do with the rate at which gas passed through a 
meter.

What is Zero?

—Why couldn't the two scientists who have 
been trying to tell the readers of Tae Trisune 
what zero indicates upon a thermometer say 
at the beginning they didn’t know? I will defy 
any one after reading the letters to determine 
from their contents that zero is anything more 
than a starting point. It is a self-evident fact 
that a starting point is quite necessary when a 
measure is to be taken or a distance estimated, 
and the measurement is wortbless as a matter 
of information it the starting point be not cor- 
rectly located. Fahrenheit found that there 
was a difference of 32° between freezing point 


which it solidifies. As a natural consequence, 
water cannot solidify in the presence of beat; 
therefore zero must indicate the absence of 
heat. G. says: Just why-Fahrenbeit divides 
the space between zero and the boiling point 
into 212° is not known; neither is it of any m- 
portance. Here is where G. took the left- 
road. If be had kept on with the right- 
road he might have told us what zero in- 
dicates. If be bad deducted 212° of heat from 
212° of heat he would bave had left 0, which is 
just the quantity of heat it indicates. If G. was 
a steam-engine buiider or a metallurgist he 
would find that it is of: some importance to 
know why water boils at 212° Fahrenheit: that 
lead melts at 600°, and iron at 2.800 of heat.

THE MURRAYSVILLE RIOTS. 


Opening of the Trial of the Defend- 
ants—The History of the Case, 

PirrsBURG, Pa., Feb. 17.—The Murraysville 
gus-well riot cases were taken up again today. 
Milton Weston of Chicago, Henry Remaley of 
Greensburg, Archibald Blakely of Pittsburg, 
and other defendants responded to their names, 
and upon coensel demanding the right of sev- 
erance the prosecution agreed to try the case 
or Anton Weston first: After impaneling a 
jur& court adjourned until tomorrow. 


agnership of the Murraysvillé gas well, . in 
egheny —— nnéyivania, had been ih dis- 
pute. The eiaintant& were the Westons of Chicago 
and others and the ymakers and others of Alle- 
gheny County. At early hour the morting of 
Noy. 26 last a gang oftwenty men in the employ of 
the Weston party sta from Greensburg and 
other points for the well and took quiet possession. 
They were armed with breech-ioading rifies. Soon 
afterward some of the opposit party pe in an ap- 
pearance, and a rough-and-tumbie fight took place 
between A. M. Bowser and O. M. Haymaker, in 
which Haym was badly used up. Escaping 
from the ero he collected eighty or ninety 
laborers, who, armed with picks and shovels, 
marched toward the well, still in possession of 
the Weston crowd. Arriving within fifty yards of 
the well they were haited by the Weston party and 
warned not to venture on the premises at their 
peril. They advanced. however, under the leader- 
ship of Haymaker, who. struck down a man with a 
pick, fracturing his skull. Then the Weston party 
opéned fire, twenty rifies sending their contents 
into the advancing columns of the enemy. Hay- 
maker and Charies Heffron received wounds from 
which they died the following day, and four others 
were less serigusiy injured. The above is the 
‘version given by the Weston party. The Haymak- 
ers claimed that they were acting on the defensive. 
The wel! is located six miles from Stewart's Sta- 
don on the Westmoreland bank of Turtle Creek. 
About six years ago Henry Remaley of Murrays- 
ville teased his farm to A. and ©. M. Haymaker for 
the purpose of boring for oil, gas, and salt water. 
The lessees contracted to drill 1,650 feet deep, to 
prosecute ‘the work with diligence, and to give 
Remaley one-eighth of the product. They struck 
gas, but did not utilize it. Later they formed a 
company to put the gas into Pittsburg. and the 
scheme failed. Mr. Remaiey then declared the 
lease forfeited, and shortly afterwards executed 
another lease to Milton Weston of Chicago. Weston 
sold an interest in his lease to Dr. J. S. Crawford of 
Greensbiarg. When Weston and Crawford at- 
tempted to take possession of the well the Huay- 
makers resisted them, The case was carried into 
the courts, but subsequently compromised. The 
Harmakers drilied another well, which also 
proved to be a gas-producer. They heid a 
first lease of all the territory around Mur- 
raysvillé. Jan. 10, 1883, Weston and Crawford 
attempted to take forcible possession of the ter- 
ritory. Sherif? Kettering interfered, the case 
was again thrown into the courts, and 
Jan. 13, 1883, Judge Hunter granted an injune- 
tion restraining the Weston-Crawford party from 
proceeding in the matter, and nothing further of 
interest happened till the riot. The Haymaker 
brothers were extensive oil operators. In Febru- 
ary, 1884, the grand jury at Greensburg, Pa., found 
true bills against the Mufrraysville gas-well rioters 
for murder and felonious assault with intent to 
kill. A month later a change of venue was ordered 
to Allegheny County for Milten Weston of Chica- 
go, Col. Blakely of Pittsburg, A, M. Bowser of 
Irwin Station, and Johnson, McFarland, Remaley, 
and Miller of Greensburg. The records were sent 
to Allegheny County, and the remaining sixteen 
prisoners, who preferred to be tried in Westmore- 
land County, cannot have their trials untli after 
the Allegheny trials. Weston and the other incar- 
cerated prisonets were removed to the Allegheny 
Jail immediately. }

DEADLY GASSS. 


One Man Killed and Many Injured by 
a Mine Explosion in Pennsylvania. 
WILKESBARRE, Pa., Feb. 17.—The journals of 

the air-shaft fan at Hillman Vein Coal Com- 
pany's mine became overheated this morning, 
and a briet stoppage for repairs allowed the 
gas to accumulate in the workings. As a 
miner entered One of the breasts with a naked 
lamp the gas was fired and an explosion took 
place, doing considerable damage. A large 
number of miners and labor@rs were at work 
at the time, many of whom éseapea, while a 
number were seriously injured. One was 
killed, The names of the victims are as fol- 
lows: James Solomon, killed; Daniel Rich- 
ards, thigh broken; John O'Donnell, arm 
broken; Harry Greibell, Harry Dunston, WI“ 
iam.

Nearly ali the in- 
jured men were burned about the face and 
hands, but none fatally. The working force of 
the mine consists of 160 men. and those in- 
jured were all that were in the mine at the 
time of the explosion. Brattice doors, parti- 
tions, and walls in the interior mine were de- 
molished.

NEW JERSEY. 
THE SENATE RESOLVES TO SUBMIT A PRO- 
intro AMENDMENT TO THE PEOPLE. 
TRENTON, N. J., Feb. 17.—{Special.)—A co. 
current resolution providing for the inoorpora- 
tionof a prohſbition amendment in the State Con- 
stitution came up on final passage in the State 


-Benate this morning. It provoked the liveliest 


debate that bas occurred during the legislative 
session. The Senate Chamber was thronged 
with temperance people from all sections of 
New Jersey. The Republicans have given it 
outfrankly that the Probibitionists need not 
come to them for comfort or aid on any ques- 
tion, and several “temperance” Dills bave 
been already meroilesiy killed. ‘Senator 
Origgs. the Republican leader, attackud 
the resolution on the ground that 
it was an absurdity. If it was 
desired to suppress the traffic in oleomargarine 
a bill.for its prohibition was introduced and 
passed. Why should not a bil! for the probibi- 
tion of the liquor traffic be introduced and 
passed in the same way? It was untrue, he 
said, that the people wanted the amendment at 
all. Only a few cranks and fanatics who bave 
no leve for true temperance but want to 
build up another political party favor 
the idea. Senator Griggs also pitched into 
St. John in a lively way. The resolution 
passed by a vote of 11 to 9, Those who 
voted for it explained that they supported it 
not as a temperance measure but as one of 
public policy. If the people really want a 
chance to vote on the amendment the oppor- 
tunity should be accorded them. The Senators 
recorded in the affirmative represent temper- 
ance’ districts and did not dare vote against 
the resolution, although several announced 
with much tervor that they were James G. 
Biaine Republicans and abuorred the men and 
the mettiods of the Prohibition party. 
„T. DE WITT TALMAGER ATTACKED. 

Trenton, N. J., Feb. 17.—| Special.}—A seene 
was created in the House of Assembly this aft- 
ernoon when Member Corbin of Union County 
handed to the clerk to read an extract from a 
sermon by the Rev. T. De Witt Talmage of 
Brooklyn on bigh license, which appeared in 
the Camden Post the 4th inst. In the extract 
was a reference to the address of the Speaker 
of the New Jersey House of Assembly deliv- 
ered at the opening of the session, in which it 
was represented that there Were 80 many oaths 
and imprecations that the printers who do not 
swear themselves had to put blanks all through 
the speech to show where the oaths came in. 
Mr. Curbin made a vigorous attack on Talmage, 
in which be declared the charge a fabrication 
made with Talmage's usual extravagance and 
indecency. Commenting on Talmage's refer- 
ence to high license, Mr. Corbin added that if 
a high license were imposed for blasphemy the 
doctor would doubtiess have to secure 
If there were license for calumay he wou 
certainly have to take a license out. 

Speaker Armstrong, vacating the chair, ex- 
plained how the paragraph came to his notice, 
and said be had a letter written to Dr. Talmage 
asking for a personal explanation when he dis- 
covered that the sermon in question had beeu 
delivered before the organization of the present 
Assembly. It therefore had no reference to 
him; still, ite reproduction at this time had 
spread the calumay far and wide. It was an 
insult to the State of New Jersey, for never in 
the history of the State had a profane or bias- 

hemous word passed over the Speaker's desk. 

e whole thing was a lie. 

A motion was made for the appointment of 
a committee in the matter, but-it was subse- 
quentiy withdrawn, as several members 
thought it would be dignifying something 
hardly worthy of notice by the Assembly.

St. Paul, Minn., Feb. 17.—[{Special.|—One 
subject has engaged the Legislature to some 
purpose—that of dairy products and their 
counterfeits. Two bills have emanated from 
the House—one to prevent deception in the 
sale of the products of the dairy, the other for 
the better protection of dairymen. Before the 
Committee of the Whole today a price-list sent 
out by a creamery company at Sterling, In., 
was read, quoting fauey creamery butter at 18 
cents and fancy dairy at 14 cents per pound.

NEW YORE 
THE NIAGARA FALLS COMMISSION MAKES ITS 
REPORT TO THE SENATE. 


ALBANY, N. V., Feb. 17.—In the Senate Mr. 
Robb presented the report of the Commission- 
ers of the Niagara Reservation. The report 
begins by reciting the facts of the popular 
movement in favor of the preservation of the 
natural scenery of the falls, quot ing Gov. Rob- 
inson’s message in 1879 on the subject. After 
reciting the facts of the preliminary legisla- 
uon the report siates that the commission re- 
solved to secure the following lands: Goat, 
Bath, Bird, Luna, Chapin, and’ the Three Sis- 
ters Isiands, and the small islands adjacent, 
the bed of the river between the islands and 
the New York mainiand, and the bed of the 
river between Goat Island and the Canadian 
boundary; on the mainiand,a strip of land 
from Port Day along the river brink to Pras- 
pect Park, the cliff and débris slope, and all 
the lands at the foot of the falls. 

AWARDS. 

An accompanying map and description de- 
fines the lands. The natural ridge on the 
main land, following the rivgr bend 100 or 200 
feet from the shore, is the natural limit of the 
reservation thus defined. The reservation em- 
braces all points from which the falis are visibie, 


which are now fenced in and admission 
charged. Luther R. Marsh, Matthew Hale, and 
Pascal P. Pratt were then named by the Su- 
— Court as the appraisers of this property. 

ey met in July, and the total of their award 
was $1,433,000.

REJECTED CLAINS. 

The Appraisers examined carefully the 
claims of the riparian owners to rights in the 
bydraulic power and bed of the river, for the 
surrender of which compensation was asked.

ruled out such claims, except where the water- 
power had 80 long been used as to be a pre- 
scriptive right, as the Niagara River is a public 
stream and the bed and waters belong to the 
State and manufacturers bave no right to en- 
croach upon them. 

The aggrezatie of the claims presented 
reached 84. 000. 000, awards being only one-third 
of that amount. With the designation ana ap- 
praisal of the reservation the duties of the 
commission cease.

THE COURTS. 


The Law as to Building Lines—The Ques- 
tion of a Fartner's Rights. 

Judge Tuley yesterday morning rendered an 
Opinion in the case of Bernard A. Eekhart and 
others against Mrs. Agnes F. Irons, which involved 
an interesting question. Mrs. [rons owned two lots 
fronting fifty feet on West Monroe street, corner 
of Ladin. In order to improve them to the best 
advantage she erected, about three years ago, six 
tenements on them, facing west on Lafiin street, 
and extending close up to the line of Monroe 
street. Twenty or thirty years before this, when 
the original plat of the land was made, the owner 
reserved a twenty-foot strip along Monroe street 
as a building line beyond which no houses Should 
be built. The limitation was only made for fifteen 
years, and Mes. Irons did not build until after that 
time had expired. The owners of adjacent and 
neighboring lots, indignant at having their view 
obstructed, and being compelled to look into the 
back-yards of an ansightiy row of tenementa, 
filed a bill to prevent her transgressing the build- 
ing line, claiming the plat showed the twenty-foot 
strip had been torever dedicated and reserved. The 
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
